per" series. Here he describes 
the way he directs his dolphin 
star — and the stand-ins and 
doubles — during performances. 


MIAMI, Flii. (AP) - To me, 


Flipper is a person. 


He has the instincts, the re- 


sponses, the behavior pattern, 
the emotions — notably affec- 
tion — of a human being. 


Flipper's head trainer, RicO'- 


Feldman, contends that "Any- 
body who can train a child can 
train a dolphin," and I heartily 
agree. It takes as long for me to 
teach Flipper a trick as it takes 
me to get the idea across to him 
as to what I want him to do. 
And he never forgets. If he 
learns a trick, and uses it once, 
he"ll do it again on the proper 
signal six months later. 


All the signals used to tell 


Flipper what to do are done 
with the hand, underwater and 
topside. For example, the signal 
for him to squirt water is to 
push water in his face. The sig- 
nal to shake hands is — as with 
a human being — simply to hold 
out your hand. 


He will perform as well for 


strangers as he will for his 
trainer, and responds readily to 
the human stars in the televi- 
sion series — Brian Kelly and 
the youngsters Luke Halpin and 
Tommy Norden. In fact, there's 
a 
genuine 
affection between 


Flipper 
and members of the 


cast. 


In training Flipper the most 


important initial step is to es- 
tablish 
communication. 
Once 


this is accomplished, it's a mat- 
ter of "affection training." 


Like people, dolphins possess 


different personalities and char- 
acter traits, are intelligent in 
varying degrees. In many years 
in this field I have never en- 
countered a dolphin I couldn't 
train. 


The first step in training is to 


encourage 
the dolphin to eat 


while in captivity. This may 
take several days, and requires 
patience. 


Once the animal knows his 


source of food, the trainer gets 
into the tank' with him, during 
and after the three-a-day meals, 
and establishes physical contact 
—r such as touching, rubbing, 
petting — so that the dolphin 
realizes there is no danger. 


First, I have the dolphin re- 


trieve various objects thrown 
into the water. Then I have him 
retrieve live fish — a rather 
difficult effort since he natural- 
ly is tempted to eat the fish. 


After each trick, Flipper is 


rewarded 
with both food and 


affection. He receives a daily 
average of 12 pounds of fish, 
plus vitamins. 


In training Flipper for work 


with television cameras, it was 
essential that he become accus- 
tomed to construction noises, 
light reflectors, camera sounds 
and other potentially distracting 
influences. But he learned that 
fast.

He names as one area of divi- 


sion what he calls the rivalry 
between Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey and Kennedy. 


In New York, hopefuls for the 


Democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor are wondering what Ken- 
nedy, the state's junior senator, 
may do in relation to the nomi- 
nation. 


In South Carolina, the Repub- 


lican 
committeeman, figuring 


there is anti-Kennedy sentiment 
among his state's voters, says 
he thinks his party's chances of 
beating Ernest F. Hollings, the 
Democratic 
nominee for 
the 


Senate, are 
enhanced by the 


friendship between Hollings and 
Kennedy. 


In Florida, there has been 


more talk about Kennedy than 
any other out-of-state political 
figure. Gov. Haydon Burns, who 
was beaten in the primary,

was aiding his opponent, Robert 
King High.

some past and some still ahead, 
such as in Tennessee and Wis- 
consin where Kennedy friends 
are candidates for governor.

senators initiate impeachment 
proceedings against them when 
the 1967 legislature convenes.

said in a speech at Forrest City. 


He cited the action of Mis- 


souri, Kansas and Oklahoma in 
recovering millions of dollars 
from asphalt comaanies doing 
business in those states in the 
wake of a price-fixing investi- 
gation.

A century ago, a ship trap- 


ped in the storm-tossed North 
Atlantic too often was lost 
with all hands. This apparent 
fate awaited the British ves- 
sel "Ayrshire" as she lay 
helpless off the New Jersey 
coast in 1850. Badly damaged 
and buffeted by heavy seas, 
she was obscured from shore 
by a blizzard. Her 201 passen- 
gers and crew seemed doomed. 


Fortunately, a gallant band 


of rescuers 
from 
the 
Life 


Saving Benevolent Associa- 
tion of New York was on hand. 
Using a newly invented life- 
boat, the "Francis Life Car." 
they soon carried all but one 
to safety 


A tew months Ivtoiv the 


"Ayrshire" had 
foundered, 


the Association 
had been 


formed to guard seacoasts, 
save lives at sea, and honor 
rescuers. Prime mover behind 
the Association was the At- 
lantic 
Mutual Insurance 


Company, cooperating with 
leading shipowners and mer- 
chants. 


The dramatic "Ayrshire" 


rescue was the first of many- 
acts of heroism at sea logged 
by the Life Savings Benevo- 
lent Association

Rudolf Hess 
—A 4-Power 


Prisoner

LONDON—iNEA)—Rudolf Hess, one-time deputy fuehrer 


of Nazi Germany, is now a gaunt, half-crazed wreck of 72. 
Soon lie will be the only prisoner left in the Spanclau prison 
of West Berlin, and there is a growing feeling here that he 
should be released. 


"Had 
Hess been a murderer he would long ago have been 


released under present British law," the Sunday Express 
editorialized recently. "Now, surely, if the word has any 
meaning, is a time for mercy." 


Bushy-browed Hess, who was then Hitler's right-hand man, 


electrified the world in May. 1941, when he dropped by para- 
chute from the skies over Scotland on a lunatic "peace" mis- 
sion to Britain. His plea to Britons: Join Hitler in a crusade 
against Russia. 


The deputy fuehrer was locked up in the Tower of London 


for his pains, later brought to trial at Nuremberg with the 
other Nazi war criminals and sentenced to life imprisonment. 


Since then American. British, French and Russian soldiers 


have taken turns in guarding Hess and two other Nazi prison- 
ers at Spandau on a monthly rota basis. It is one of the few 
remaining instances of four-power co-operation in Germany. 


But the world's conscience has also been slightly uneasy 


about Hess. The feeling is that Hess is crazy, and should 
therefore be cared for in a mental hospital. Even if he were 
not crazy back in 1941, his subsequent imprisonment in con- 
ditions that amount to solitary confinement would have 
driven him mad, it is argued. But all signs point to Hess be- 
ing an advanced schizophrenic. 


His lawyer, Dr. Alfred Seidl, based his plea on legal, 


rather than medical grounds, in recently appealing to the 
four heads of state for Hess' immediate release. Hess was 
given an illegal life sentence under a retrospective law, ac- 
cording to Dr. Seidl. 


What makes the situation urgent is that the only other 


Nazi war criminals at Spandau—Baldur von Schirach and 
Alfred Speer—are due for release on Sept. 30, having served 
their 20-year sentences. 


This means that Hess will soon be the only prisoner in a 


red-brick fortress that was built to house 750. It means also 
that he will be the world's most expensive jailbird. 


Month by month, the Americans, the British, the Rus- 


sians and the French take turns in guarding Spandau in what 
has become a sort of international quadrille. On the first of 
the month, the duty power marches in with its cooks, its 
medical staff, its commandant and its platoon of soldiers to 
man the prison walls, altogether 250 men. 


On Thursdays, the ruling governor gives a prison lunch in 


his mess for officials of the other three military govern- 
ments. Invitations during French month are particularly 
sought after. 


This elaborate rigamarole has been increasingly criticized 


here as costly and inhuman. There have been questions in 
the House of Commons, newspaper editorials, and such anti- 
Nazi historians as H. R. Trevor Roper and A. J. P. Taylor 
have supported the release of Hess. 


The Russians are blamed here for keeping Hess in prison, 


not so much from anti-Nazi conviction as from the desire to 
maintain a foothold in West Berlin. As one of the last vest- 
iges of four-power rule, Spandau is important to the Russians, 
and they are not expected to relinquish it willingly as long 
as Hess lives, which may be for another 10 or 15 years. 


Originally Spandau housed seven Nazi war criminals who 


were flown there in 1947 from Nuremberg in an Allied air- 
craft. Since then the two admirals—Karl Doenitz and Erich 
Raeder—have been released, as have Hitler's Economics Mini- 
ster Walther Funk, and Foreign Minister Baron von Neurath. 


For the remaining three prisoners living conditions have 


gradually improved over the years. The trio are still ad- 
dressed by their prison numbers, rather than their names, 
but they may talk to each other. They are allowed to re- 
ceive newspapers, and a Dutch barber shaves them every 
other day. 


Albert Speer, Hitler's minister for r e a r m a m e n t , has 


weathered prison life the best. Now 60 years old, he gardens 
busily and designs holiday bungalows on a drawing board in 
his cell. 


Bad luck has dogged Baldur von Schirach, 58, the Hitler 


youth leader. Last year he had an eye operation and is now 
nearly blind. Before that he was divorced by his wife, who 
has since changed her name. 


As Nazi governor of Vienna, Von Schirach once boasted 


that he would replace all Christian crosses with swastikas. A 
crucifix is now prominently displayed in his cell. 


But Rudolf Hess is the real problem. The former deputy 


fuehrer refuses to get up some mornings, complains con- 
stantly of aches and pains. 


Even before the war, Hess reportedly was a hypochondriac. 
In the 19 years he has been at Spandau, Hess has steadily 


refused to see his wife or his son, though he writes to them 
every week. His reason: the parting after such visits would be 
too painful. His wife, Use. runs a small guest house in the 
Bavarian mountains and claims to be in telepathic contact 
with her husband. 


After Sept. 30, when his two Nazi cronies are released from 


Spandau. Rudolf Hess will be the loneliest man in the world 
Many Britons feel that his punishment has gone on long 
enough.

svhen John 


Adams defended the British sol- 
diers who took part in the Boston 
Massacre. 


Nonetheless, it is often true that 


an unpopular defendant does face 
special difficulties in finding an at- 
torney to represent him. The prob- 
lem arises most frequently in cases 
i n v o l v i n g c i v i l rights, heinous 
crimes, repugnant personalities, or 
touchy politics—either on the left S 
or right. 


Why are many lawyers reluctant 


to take such cases? No doubt one 
reason 
is the 
personal aversion 


they may feel to the character or 
ideas of the defendant. 


But a more basic reason is the 


very real danger of "guilt by asso- 
ciation." All too quickly, people 
jump to the conclusion that a law- 
yer and his client are birds of a 
feather. 


No other profession is similarly 


afflicted. People ascribe no wrong 
to the minister who gives a thief 
comfort or to the doctor who re- 
moves a thief's appendix. But they 
often lake it for granted that the 
lawyer of a thief, if not actually 
dishonest himself, is at least in- 
clined in that direction. 


What they forget is the nature 


of a lawyer's function. His task is 
not to judge his client. His task is 
to present his client's side of the 
argument as convincingly as he can 
—while the prosecutor doe's the 
same for the opposing side. 


It is upon this clash of opposing 


arguments that our legal system 
relies, above all else, to produce 
justice. It is this time-tested tech- 
nique, known as the 
"adversary 


system," that is the heart of due 
process of law. 


A famous lawyer was once re- 


proached for defending anarchists. 
He replied: 


"1 do not defend anarchy, t de- 


fend the Constitution."

Farm Animals Spread 
Most Undulanr Fever

FIRST IN THE NATION with a new highway emergency 
call system will be Maryland, which is installing 324 
call units on 43 miles of the Capital Beltway, an Inter- 
state superhighway ringing Washington, D. C. A driver 
in distress will be no farther than a quarter of a mile 
from one of the bright yellow boxes topped by radio 
antennas. Aid can be summoned simply by pushing a 
button for police, ambulance, fire or repair service. The 
Maryland State Police receive the signal. 
Cost of the 


initial system, scheduled for completion in September, 
will be $379 million. 


Q—Through a blood test 


and a skin test four years ago 
my doctor made a diagnosis 
of undulant fever. Is there 
any danger of spreading this

A—Human carriers of un- 


dulant fever or brucellosis do 
exist. They shed the germs in 
their urine, but transmission 
of the disease from one per- 
son to another is extremely 
rare. The natural reservoir of 
infection is in cattle, sheep, 
goats and hogs. 


Complete recovery is the 


rule and treatment for more 
than a year is rarely neces- 
sary. Good results have been 
reported in victims who have 
been treated with a combina- 
tion of two antibiotics, strep- 
tomycin and tetracycline. 


Q—Is it true that hamsters 


can spread undulant fever? 
Can the germs be transmitted 
from them to human beings? 


A—Undulant fever is a dis- 


ease of farm animals. The 
human victims are 
usually 


farmers, veterinarians, meat 
packers or drinkers of unpas- 
teurized milk. I have never 
heard of a case being trans- 
mitted by a hamster. If it oc- 
curs it must be extremely 
rare. 


Q—A recent article stated 


that 3 per cent of the popula- 


tion has undulant fever. What 
are the symptoms of .this dis- 
ease? 


A—The proportion of the 


population with undulant fev- 
er has dropped with the al- 
most universal use of pasteur- 
ized milk and milk products in 
this country. The disease in- 
volves the entire body and 
starts, often insidiously, with 
headache, aching in the joints, 
chills, fever and easy fatig- 
ability. In some victims there 
is a dry cough and in some 
there is vomiting. Since these 
symptoms 
are 
common 
to 


many other generalized in- 
fections, the diagnosis must 
be based on laboratory tests. 


Q—What forms of insanity- 


are inherited? Can they be 
cured? 


A—Since the proportion of 


persons who have schizophre- 
nia (dementia praecox or split 
personality) 
and 
manic-de- 


pressive spells with relatives 
who also have these diseases 
is higher than the proportion 
of such persons in the total 
population, a hereditary fac- 
tor is presumed in these dis- 
eases. 


In the treatment of schiz- 


ophrenia shock therapy, psy- 
chotherapy, tranquilizers and 
surgery (frontal lobotomy, in 
which white nerve fibers in 
the frontal lobe are cut) may 
all be beneficial but thev 
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rarely bring about a complete, 
cure.' Persons in an acute' 
manic (highly excited) state 
often have to be restrained. 
When this phase subsides, a 
severely 
depressed 
inactive 


state may follow during which 
efforts must be made to pre-j 
vent suicide. In these persons.l 
also, treatment may be of 
some benefit but a cure can- 
not be guaranteed.
